Florence, May 20.— The population 
of thin city wan thrown into a state of 
panic Saturday nijrht by b scries of 
earthquakes that did much damage 
here and in other places. 

People who were in their houses 
when the first shock came ran terror 
stricken into the streets, and their 

The shocks were so violent that houses 



swayed like ships, and in a number of 
cases roofs fell in, injuring 1 
sons who had not sought safety in

flight. 

The wildest scenes were nt the thea- 
ters, where performances wore going 
on as usual. The first shock caused 
those in the audiences to look wonrler- 
lngly at each other. Then the earth 
swayed again and amid shouts of 
"earthquakes'" the crowds made wild 
rushes for the exits Mad with terror, 
no respect was shown for women, weak 
or aged, and in the crush many were 
badly hurt. Upon reaching the streets 
the crowds from the theaters met those 
who had fled from their dwellings and 
the excitement that ensued made con- 
fusion worse confounded. 

At Grassina. a suburb of Florence, 
the shocks were very violent. The ex- 
tent of the earth movement may be 
gained from the fact that a loaded om- 
nibus was overturned. Twelve resi-

enter their houses di 
They remained on the streets until af- 
ter daylight Sunday morning. Many 
of them took shelter in vehicles. 

Severe shocks were felt at Lucca, 
Pontadera and generally throughout 
Tnscany. The center of the movement 
was at Florence, where, for many 
years, nothing similar has occurred. 
Around Florence a number of houses 
were destroyed and four persons were 
kiled. The prince of Naples, the crown 
prince, started for Grassina at 4 o'clock 
Sunday mornin?. 

Later— As further reports of the 
earthquake come to hand the extent of 
the disaster widens. At Lappaggi. a 



forty houses were thrown from their 
foundation and completely wrecked. 
A sad feature of the disaster at thle 
place was the finding of the body of a 
young mother with her infant clasped 
to her heart. She had evidently at- 
tempted to flee. but. together with her 
child, was crushed to death beneath 
the falling walls of her home. 

Great damage was done in Florence. 
Sunday an investigation was made by 
by the municipal authorities, who esti- 
mated that 3.1100 houses were damaged. 
The cathedral (La Catterdale di Santa 
Manie Del Floree). an imposing exam- 
ple of Italian gothic architecture, and 
probably the most remarkable build- 
ing of its kind in Europe, WSI some- 
what damaged. 

The seismic manifestation Saturday 
night was the most violent that 
Florence has known since 1445, the 
earthquake of 1730, which is historical 
in the annals of the city, having been 
slighter. The population of the city 
is awed by the disaster. Crowds 
wander about the streets, their only 
topic of conversation being the 
shocks. Everybody is anxiously 
awaiting the coming of night, the 
fear being general that thequakes will 
then occur. Many persons have en- 
tirely abandoned their homes, and in- 
tend to pass the night in places where 
there will be no danger of buildings 
falling upon them. A dispatch receiv- 
ed Sunday evening from Naples, the 
scene of so msny disastrous earth- 
quakes, says there has been no disturb- 
ances in that district.. 

So far as known the disaster was 
worse at Grassina.

P. Becker, of the United States geo- 
logical survey, has recently marie a 
reoonnoisance of the gold fields of the 

which will soon be published by the 
government as a part of Dr. Day's an- 
nual report on the mineral resources. 

Mr. Becker's report will also contain, 
a chapter on the gold fields of the Hrlt- 
ish maritime provinces and the Green 
mountains, so that it will be quite a 
comprehensive vierw of the gold re- 
sources of those parts of North Amer- 
ica. The portion of the report devoted 
to the gold deposits of the northeast 
dwells at some length on the mines of 
Nova Scotia. It also mentions that 
gold has been found at liailevville, Me., 
and says there are rumors of its oc- 
currence in other parts of that state, 
but Mr. Becker adds that so far as he 
has been able to ascertain the deposits 
are so vague as to be of no determin- 
able valine, lie also mentions and 
briefly describes the auriferous dis- 
tricts in the valley of the Chandiereand 
at Little Ditton, in Quebec, both near 
the Maine line, as well as those on the 
Connecticut river in New ilamshire 
and Vermont.

the two face boards, on one tbe hours 
and on tbe other the half and quarter 
hours. When the cylinder is on top 
then all the cord is twined around it, 
and in proportion to the rapidity of its 
descent the cord is unwound. 

It takes the cylinder just thirty six 
hours to make the round trip, eighteen 
hours each way. the movement maintain- 
ing a perfect regularity. It Is thus that 
the points of the axis ate made to serve 
as correct time indicators. 

What puzzles the investigator t 
is how it is made possible for the 
wound cylinder when it has arrived at 
the bottom to attain wind the cord 
around itself and be drawn up to the 
top 

It is vested with this power of re* 
movements b\ a very complicated sys- 
tem of small water-tilled reservoirs, 
with which it is connected and which 
serve as a propelling power.
